He said the eyes of 138,000 miners were 
looking toward them and that ff they 
all stopped work the victory would be 
won. 

John Markle was unable to speak for 
a while because of interruptions by many 
in the crowd. Several of the United Mine 
Workers’ officials attempted to get the 
crcwd to disperse and not to listen to Mr. 
Markle. The latter, however, won over 
the gathering. He told them the company 
stood ready to arbitrate any difficulties 
with the men and proposed that the com- 
pany select one erbitrator and the men 
chcose one. If the two fail to agree these 
two men could invite a third man to join 
them in considering the matter before 
them. He said the company had such an 
agreement of long standing with the men 
and that he would live up to it and ex- 
pected the men to do the same. He said 
that he would abide by the decision of the 
arbitrators, no matter what the award 
might be. Mr. Markle closed his address 
by paying his respects to the United Mine 
Workers’ officials, calling them agitators 
and charging them with being responsi- 
ble for all the turrroil In the region.

Hanna and asked him to make campaign 
speeches. 

“As the constant drop of water wears 
avay the hardest stone, vou fellows may 
get me yet,”’ said the senator to his visi- 
tors. “I am becoming more and more 
impressed with my ability as a campaign 
speaker. But then I am not paid to make 
speeches. My salary is down for other 
work. However, I shall probably muke a 
few speeches here in Chicago, and may 
ceorclude to devote considerable of my 
(me toward the later part of the cam- 
paten to speech making.” 

Tomorrow nignt Senator Hanna will 
make a speech at the Marquette Club 
banquet. 

Chairman Johnson and Secretary Walsh, 
of the democratic national committee, 
today characterized Senator Hanna's 
speech of yesterday as ‘‘buncombe.”’ 

‘I observe,’”’ said Secretary Walsh, ‘“‘that 
Senator Hanna asserts that there are 
no trusts in this country, and at the 
same time charges that Senator Jones is 
a member of the cotton bale trust.”’ 


STONEWALL’S SURGEON 
CROSSES. OVER THE RIVER 


Richmond, Va., September 19.—(Special.) 
Dr. Hunter McGuire, the chief surgeon of 
Stonewall Jackson’s corps and one of the 
best known medical men in the south, 
died here this morning. His death oc- 
curred six months from the time he was 
stricken with paralysis. This attack oc- 
curred in the streets while Dr. McGuire 
was on his way from his home to St. 
Luke’s hospital on West Grace street. He 
was bereft of power of speech and loco- 
motion. From the first it was realized 
that Dr. MeGuire’s condition was dis- 
gerate, if not hopeless. He, however, 
showed wonderfu] vitality and ° rallied 
considerably. As soon as he could be 
moved Dr. McGuire was carried to ‘his 
beautiful country honfe on the Broox 
road, about two miles from the city? 
where he remained. ifitil death came this 
morning. At times he was able to drive 
in the country around his home. Some 
weeks ago the great surgeon's strength 
began to fall and it wag seen that death 
was.only a matter of days or hours. 

Dr. McGuire is survived by the follow- 
ing children: Dr. Stuart McGuire and Mr. 
Hunter McGuire, Jr., of this city, and Dr. 
Hugh H. McGuire, of Alexandria: Mrs. 
Edward McGuire, of this city: Mrs. Wil- 
liam Law Clay, of Savannah, Ga., and 
Misses Fannie, Gussie, Gettie and Mar- 
guerite McGultlre,. of this city. Mrs. Me- 
Guire. who survives, was Miss Annie 
Stuart, a daughter of Hon. Alexander H, 
H. Stuart, of Augusta county, Virginia, 
a member of President Fillmore’s cabi- 
net.

“IT see from the papers reaching us from 
the states that through them the Ameri- 
can people are kept quite in the dark as 
to the rea! situation here. One would be 
led to believe that peace and tranquility 
pervade the entire archipelago, barring 
an occasional outbreak of local banditti. 
Such statements are utterly false and it 


is wicked to deceive the American people |

in any such way. Here in the island of 
Samar, where we were sent some time 
ago as a garrison and where we were told 
prior to our coming that all was peace, 
we are kept continually on the firing line. 
Our headquarters are at Catbalogan, but 
I rarely spend an hour in quarters, he- 
ing Ong night on guard on outpost and 
the next in trenches. In front of «ur 
two companies (the strength of the earri- 
son) are impregnable mountains filled 
with hostile Gugus, as treacherous a foe 
as white men ever faced. 

“T honestly believe there is more to 
alarm the United States in the situation 
on these !slands today than there ever 
was duting the Spanish war. Every item 
to the effect that the trouble is over here 
is a fabrication to deceiva the people as 
to the real situation.”

John Williams, white. gunsmith, hus- 
band of Mrs. Emily Williams, from whom 
he has been separated several months, is 
in the county jail charged with the shoot- 
ing. Bad feelinc has existed 
Davis and Williams for several months, 
owing to fealousy over Mrs. Williams.

HOWARD DENIES 
KILLING GOEBEL 


lo Jury at Length, 
CROSS EXAMINATION RIGID 


Prisoner Retained His Composure 
Throughout the Day and Gave 
His Evidence to the Jury 
in a S§traightfor- 
ward Manner. 


Frankfort, Ky., September 19.—The first 
evidence for the defense in the Howard 
case was taken today, the défendant him- 
self being the first witness.

s0th, and his testimony, as anticipated, 
was to prove an alibi. The defense said 
proof would be introduced to show tha*® 
Howard arrived in the city only thirty 
rinutes prior to the assassination, and 
did not go to the state houre until sev- 
eral hours after the tragedy; that How- 
ard was then and had been clean shaven 
for a year, and that he was not the man 
seen runnipg from the capitol grounds, or 
later standing on the steps of one of the 
buildings, as that man, According to the 
witness, had a beard. 

Howard then took the witness stand. 
He testified that his train was late, and 
that he went from this train to sc hotel 
and was there when Goebel’s body was 
carried by. 

Howard, in a general way, contradicted 
everything of an incriminating nature 
told against him bv James Stubblefield 
and other witnesses in regard to the al- 
leged remarks concerning the murder of 
Goebel. 

Howard resumed the witness box this 
afternoon and was subjected to a rigid 
cross examination conducted by Lawyer 
Campbell. Howard retained nis compos- 
ure and answered all questions in the 


| mest deliberate manner. 


Howard’s story of his movements the 
day of the shooting was as follows: 

“I arrived in Frankfort the morning of 
the shooting. I walked over to the Board 
of Trade hotel and staid there for a few 
nirutes, then I strolled down ‘he street. 
I met a knot of men and singling out one 
of them I asked if he lived here. He said 
no; that his home was in Breathitt county 
and that his name was Robinson. 

“We walked together about five min- 
utes and then Robinson end I went back 
to the Board of Trade Hotel and sat 
down by the sfove, as it was chilly. I 
corcluded to stop there. Several of us 
were sitting by ‘he fire when a man 
opened the door and said: ‘They have 
shot Mr. Goebel.’ -I have sirce identified 
that man as a Mr. Triplett. 

‘“‘As soon as Triplett told us what had 
happened we all ran to the door. There 
was great confusion. Just as I got out 
docrs a party of men came up the middle 
of the street carryirg a body. I was told 
this was Goebel. The men carrying him 
turred up toward the Capital hotel, but 
turned in an office in the hotel building. 
After a little while I walked down to the 
ecrrer of the state house fence. While I 
was.standing there the soldiers arrived. 
I stcod' around for a while without try- 
ing to enter the grounds and then got 
lunch at Kagins restaurant, which was 
just across the street. 

‘About 2 o’clock I went to the state- 
house for the first time. I was stand- 
ing near the restaurant when'‘lI saw 
George Thompson, whom I knew. He 
told me, in answer to a question, that 
he could enter the grounds. I asked him 
to pass me through the lines and intro- 
duce me to Governor Taylor. I at that

“T was not dble to see Governor Taylor 
after entering the grounds, but I did 
Bill Culton, whom I knew, stand- 
ing in front of the center building. [| said 
nothing to him about knowing that Goe- 
bel would die, nor did I tell him that if 
a certain substance,had been put on the 
cartridge Goebel would have died in- 
stantly. What he sai@ was this: He 
asked how long I ‘iad been here. I said 
jestingly that I had been here some time.

He pointed 
to an upper window in the west end 
and said: 

‘“ "They say he was shot from there, but 
let ’em prove it.’ 

“Culton told me that they were very 
anxious not to let any outsider in. Then 
T showed him where there was a slat off 
the fence and remarked that that place 
should be guarded as were the gates, or 
else people would be slipping through 


| the hole. 


‘That was the extent of our conversa- 
tion. I told Culton nothing about the 
best way of shooting a man being to 
aim at a tree and then to pull down when 
the man passed the tree, nor did I men- 
tion having seen.

WALDEN ON TRIAL 
AT WRIGHTSVILLE 


Case Was Called, 
LAWYERS. ASK CONTINUANCE 


Judge Refuses It and the Work of 
Getting a Jury Proceeds—Mrs. 
Dixon’s Lawyer Tries To 
Get a CHange of 
Venue. 


Tennille, Ga., September 19.~—(Special.)— 
Three thousand people unsuccessfully en- 
deavored to crowd into Johnson superior 
court this afternoon at Wrightsville to 
attend the trial of Mrs. Sarah E. Dixon 
and Jerry Walden, charged with the mur- 
der of George Dixon on the night of July 
22d last. Hundreds were turned away. In 
vain did Judge Evans endeavor to pre- 
serve order. The sentiment against the 
accused {gs overwhelming. Talk of lynch- 
ing {s reported in certain quarters. A 
special force of balliffs were sworn in 
at one time to maintain order 
and allow the proceedings to go on with- 
out interruption. 

Judge Evans ordered the doors of the 
courtroom locked and announced that he 
would fine any bailiff who opened them. 

Judge Hines, representing the woman, 
moved a continuance on the following 
grounds: That the circumstances of the 
killing were so peculiarly atrocious and 
revolting that the sentiment of the en- 
tire community was aroused against Mrs. 
Dixon because of alleged criminal inti- 
macy between her and Walden; every 
class of the community is _ prejudiced 
against her, because immediately after 
the murder of Dixon, her husband, it was 
necessary to take the accused to the 
Macon jail to prevent her being lynched; 
because sufficient time has not elapsed for 
the arrangement of her defense; because 
articles that appeared in the papers of 
Johnson county were sensational, in- 
flaming the public mind against her. 

It is asked that her case be set for the 
next term of court. The motion was over- 
ruled by Judge Evans, who stated that 
counsel could confer with client and ar- 
range her defense so as to be ready for 
trial at the conclusion of Walden’s case. 

John R. Cooper, of Macon, .Waldsmn's 
attorney, moved a change of venue in 
Walden’s case because he cannot get.a 
fair trial on account of the confession of 
Mrs, Dixon, implicating the accused; it 
is held that most of the white citizens of 
the county have formed and expressed an 
opinion against the accused; it is asked 
that the case be tried in another county. 

“Have you any evidence to prove those 
statements?” asked Judge Evans. 

*““No,”’ replied Mr. Cooper. 

“Then the motion is | overruled; ar- 
raign Walden.’’ 

Walden’s usual nerve failed him and 
he could scarcely stand during the or- 
deal. With him are his father and 
mother, both favorably known 
throughout Glascock county. R. J. Haw- 
kins will assist Solicitor Rawlings in the 
prosecution. A, B. Dixon, of Mitchell, 
brother of the murdered man, is here to 
have the killing of his kinsman avenged. 
Many jurors were set aside for cause; 
others were opposed to capital punish- 
ment. 

A number of witnesses were summoned 
by both the state and defense, although 
{< was not thought the accused would 
have any. It is gaid that Walden’s attor- 
ney denies that the confession of his 
client was voluntary. 

William Raines, brother of Mrs, Dixon, 
will appear in her behalf and deny the 
statement he is said to have made on 
the morning of the murder, going from 
his home to that in which the crime was 
done. He then, it has been published, 
stood between Walden and his sister and 
sald: “This is murder most foul. Both

SAVANNAH’S CLEARINGS GROW. 


Increase of More Than $4,000,000 
Is Made Apparent. 

Savannah, Ga., September 19.—(Speciai.) 
Savannah’s clearings for last week have 
been the subject of considerable cpom- 
ment among the business men. They 
reached the unprecedented figure of over 
$7,000,000, an increase of more than $4,- 
000,000 over the clearings for the same 
week of 1899. Bankers explain the enor- 
mous showing for last week by the 
higher prices of cotton and naval stores 
and the large proportion of the receipts 
coming to Savannah this early in the 
season. Another reason is found in the 
large amounts of money being sent to 
their correspondents in the country by 
the city banks. One Savannah bank 
sent out $700,000 to country banks last 
week and other banks sent out large 
amounts. The bankers here believe the 
increased pricé@ of cotton. will turn loose 
in Georgia alone from $15,000,000 to $20,000, - 
000 more than in former years. All of 
this means a tremendous business season 
for Savannah. 


Inspecting the Bridges. 

Waycross, Ga., September 19.—(Special.) 
The Ware county commissioners drove 
out today in a body to inspect the bridges 
recently erected across the Satilla river 
sloughs near the county poor farm. One 
of these bridges is 500 feet long and an- 
other 472. The last named connects with 
the main iron bridge, 200 feet long, across 
the Satilla river, and adding this to the 
100 feet extension on the east side of the 
main bridge, makes a bridge 772 feet long 
—the longest in'Ware county,

Athens, Ga., September 19.—(Special.)— 
The opening exercises of the University of 
Georgia were of an enthusiastic character, 
showing the greatest enthusiasm on all 
sides. 

Chancellor Hill was warmly greeted 
when he faced the student body in the 
chapel. Congratulating his -hearers upon 
the favorable auspices under which the 
new year’s work was beginning, he allud- 
ed to the fact that this was the centen- 
nial year-of the institution. What a few 
earnest men had get in motion 100 years 
ago had furnished. the intelectual nour- 
ishment of a new @ommonwealth amonz 
the nations, and today stood, proud and 
peerless, awaiting its further duty. 

“We enter upon this centennial year,” 
the chancellor said, ‘‘with the belief that 
it shall be, a the determination to make 
it, the greatest year in the history of the 
university. (Cheers), What would the 
history of Georgia, without the university, 
amount to? The debt which the state 
owes to this Institution of learning can 
never be repaid, no more than can the 
child reward the mother’s love.” 

The Work of the University. 

In talking about the work of the unl- 
versity later In the day, the chancellor 
spoke of the men which it had given to 
the world. To the church there was given 
Bishop George F. Pierce, Dr. Nathaniel 
M. Crawford, Dr. Benjamin M. Palmer, 
Bishop Thomas F. Scott. In statesmen 
there were Howell Cobb, Robert Toombs, 
Herschel V. Johnson, Penjamin H. Hill, 
Charles J. Jenkins, Alexander H. Ste- 
phens. In law, Thomas R. R. Cobb, Na- 
thaniel J. Hammond, William Hope Hull. 
In the judiciary, Joseph Henry Lumpkin, 
Eugenius A. Nisbet, John A. Campbell, 
James Jackson, Samuel Hall. In educa- 
tion, Joseph Le Conte, John Le Conte, 
Shelton P. Sandford, Williams Rutherford, 
Morgan P. Callaway, James P. Waddell, 
Gustavus J. Orr, William D. Williams. 
In other vocations, Henry W. Grady, jour- 
nalist and orator; J. L. M. Curry, states- 
man, teacher and preacher; Henry Tim- 
rod, poet. The list, though purposely 
made short, contains most of the famous 
names connected with Georgia in the nine- 
teenth century. 

Thé légistature of the state of Georgia 
chartered the university. This was the 
first charter of a state educational insti- 
tution in the south, and was preceded in 
America only by that of the University 
of Pennsylvania. Although the building 
known as “ald college’’ was not compicted 
until 1805, active werk of instruction was 
begun in temporary houses upon the pres- 
ent campus in the year 1801. The centen- 
nial of the university will be celebrated In 
191 by appropriate exercises and by a 
great gathering of the alumni. 

Since the beginning of the nineteenth 
centufy the operation of the university 
has been continuous, with the exception 
of an interval of six Anonths at. the end of 
the war of 1812, and of two years at the 
end of the civil war. From the very be- 
ginning of its’ career it has retained its 
place in the hearts of the people. Most 
of the men who from 1820 to the present 
time have led the state in all lines of its 
progress, whether as statesmen, lawyers, 
preachers, teachers, farmers, journalists 
or business men, have been among the 
number receiving their knowledge and 
enthusiasm from the same alma mater 
that is now training her younger sons to 
the duties of citizenship and the respon- 
sibilities of leadership In public affairs. 

The university began as a simple and 
unpretentious college, crowning the edu- 
cational system of the weakling siate. It 
has prospered as Georgia has grown, ex- 
panded whenever the times have made it 
practicable. It is especially since the close 
of the war of secession that it has taken 
on numerous new departments of which 
the people have felt the need in the strug- 
gle of the section to regain and excel its 
former position in the economic and in- 
tellectual state of the world and the na- 
tion, 

In the course of the war of secession the 
source of the university’s income disap- 
peared, but when a new state constitution 
was adopted in 1867, one of Its’ provisions 
was to the effect that the $8,000 of which 
the state had guaranteed the payment 
annually, should be acknowledged as a 
state debt and should continue to be paid 
in perpetuity. This payment is not a gift 
or appropriation, but only the just pay- 
ment of annual interest upon “value re.- 
ceived’ in a principal sum which at a for- 
mer time was covered into the state 
treasury. In 1872 the trustees, by reason 
of the funds arising from the sale of land- 
scrip assigned by the United States con- 
gress to Georgia, were enabled to establish 
the Georgia State College of Agriculture 
and the Mechanic Arts as a school of the 
university co-ordinate with Franklin col- 
lege. This increase in the activities of the 
university was the first great step in the 
development through which the institu- 
tion has passed during the last thirty 
years, 

The university snow embraces, besides 
Franklin and the state colleges, ten de- 
partments or colleges, situated in various 
parts of the state, each of which is in a 
prosperous and progressive condition. 
During recent years while new schools 
were being added, the older departments 
have been showing the. liveliest signs of 
activity, and the indications of general 
future prosperity are most promising. 

The purposes of the university have 
been demonstrated in the course of its 
history throughout the century. In serv- 
ing the ends of its establishment, it is 
using ‘all its energies to continue and im- 
prove its.work of bestowing directly upon 
the young men who enter its halls, and 
indirectly upon the whole people of Geor- 
gia and of the south, the intelléctua) cul- 
tivation necessary for the attainment of 
success in every branch of elevated en- 
deavor. Its further purpose is to develop 
those high ideals of character without, 
which no man can be other than a hin- 
drance to the progress of the community. 
The training of the.university brings out 
the best there Is In a man. It removes 
from htm hig norrowness and substitutes 
breadth of view an@ depth of intellect. It 
Ms calculated to produce reliance upon 
self, respect for the opinions of others, 
and personal honor and probity, the char- 
acteristics of the truly cultivated man. 

The iegends of the university and the 
atmosphere which pervades it are such as 
to encourage earnest and sustained en- 
deavor by the students, and to arouse in 
them a high feeling of patriotism and a 
warm enthusiasm for the work of life in 
advancing in many directions the welfare 
of their people. The eminent attainments 
of many of their predecessors hold out 
the promise of guccess to them, while the 
knowledge that the facilities now offered 
far surpass those of former periods as- 
sures them that with equal abilities and 
equal endeavor, former records cannot 
but be excelled.

AFTER AN EMIGRANT AGENT. 


Excitement in Washington, Ga., Sat- 

; urday Night. 

Washington, Ga., September 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—Excitement ran high here Satur- 
day night and Sunday. Several weeks ago 
a gentleman by the name of Adams camc 
to Washington to procure negro men to 
work on an extension of the Carolina 
Midland from Allendale to Savannah, He 
procured some sixty or seventy-five la- 
borers. Saturday Mr, Adams returned to 
Washington to bring money sent to the 
families of those who had gone to South 
Carolina and incidentally to secure other 
laborers for the railroad work. 

Of the number hitherto carried off were 


several who were under contract to farm- | 


ers in this vicinity. Their departure had 
put their former employers in a bad state 
of mind toward him who had conducted 
the exodus, and as soon as Mr, Adams re- 
turned Saturday steps were taken to 
handle him legally. .On finding that such 
was not within their power, a committee 
of four prominent citizens stopped the 
agent on the street Saturday night and 
proceeded to express in very rough, lan- 
guage their opinion of him and the work 
in which he was engaged and further in- 
formed him that if he attempted to take 
off any more negroes they would horse- 
whip him.

Battleship Alabama Proves Satisfac- 
tory to Trial Board. 

Washington, September) 19.—The 
department has received*the official re- 
port of the recent speed trial of the bat- 
tleship Alabama. A review of the ind; 
ings of the trial board develops that with 
the exception of a few minor getais of 
imperfection, the Alabama’s trial tmp 
proved her in al! respects compleie and 
ready for instant sea service. 

Her displacement at the trial was 11,570 
tens, forty-five tons over the requirement 
of her contract, so that the Alabaina 
mede her fast run under slightly adverse 
conditions in this respect. The board did 
not have an opportunity to test the be- 
havior of the Algbama in bad weather, us 
cn the day of her trial trip the sea was 
like glass. Her corrected speed is set 
down in the report as 17.015 miles an hour. 

The machinery, main and auxiliary, the 
steering and maneuvering gear, the en- 
gines ani boilers all functioned perfectly, 
ard the ship was found unusually free 
from structura, vibration, even while the 
ergines were driving with their greatest 
power. ‘The turrets on the Alabama wer? 
not turned on her speed trip, as the eiec- 
trical machinery for them had not passed 
the inspectors’ tests. -Neither were the 
turret ammunition hoists tested, as the 
work upon them had not then been com- 
pleted. There was a slight excess of air 
jressure in the firerooims, but not enough 
to affect the result of the trial materially, 
in view of the excess of speed attained.

STATEMENT. 


Governor of Texas Returns Thanks 
and Shows Confidence in Future. 
Houston, Tex., September 19.—Governor 

Joseph D. Sayers tonight wires the fol- 

lowing signed statement to the Associated 

Press: 

“The situation tonight in all parts of 
the stricken district so far as known to 
me is improved and will, I believe, should 
we have fair weather, continue to im- 
prove. The method of distributing the 
benefactions of the people has become 
systematized and has been reduced to the 
lowest expense possible, and in this Il 
have had the hearty and voluntary assis- 
tance of the railway, express, telegraph 
and telephone companies, all of whom 
have promptly and without charge trans- 
mitted supplies and messages besides con- 
tributing to the relief of the sufferers. 
Galveston is being managed by its own 
municipal authorities supplemented by 
the assistance of committees composed 
of its best citizens and also by the aid 
of General Scurry. I am alse informed 
that the United States marshal, Dr. 
Grant, has rendered and is rendering most 


valuable aid. 

“The state revenue agent, Mr. Jame- 
son, has also been gent to Galveston and 
will assist inthe pending work. Judge 
Taliaferro, of Houston, a gentleman of in- 
tegrity and experience, hag taken charge 
of Brazoria county and the mainland of 
Galveston county, and I have already 
transmitted to him quite a large sum of 
money to be used for supplying ‘that 
particular district besides having -pre- 
viously shipped to Angleton, Alvin: and 
Velasco a very large quantity of flour 
and bacon. The county judge of Fort 
Zend county has charge of supplies for 
that county. He has already been fur- 
nished with a large shipment of flour and 
bacon. The sheriff of Waller county has 
been directed to organize the suffering 
communities in that county and go soon 
ag I'am notified of the perfection of or- 
ganizations in Waller county, supplies will 
be rapidly forwarded and there need be 
no apprehension but that each and every 
afflicted community will at the earliest 
moment practicable receive an abundant 
supply of provisions.

Notwith- 
standing this severe affliction, I, have 
every confidence that the stricken dis- 
tricts will rapidly revive and that Gal- 
veston will from her present desolation 
and sorrow arise with renewed strength 
and vigor. 

“To the people of the United States 
whose munificent generosity has, without 
solicitation from me, contributed so 
much to the relief of the storm sufferers, 
I. as governor of this state, beg to tender 
my most profound and most grateful ac- 
knowledgment, assuring them that their 
generous benefactions will be held in last- 
ing remembrance by the people of this 
state. We have not been left to stand 
alone in our trouble, but messages of 
earnest sympathy, accompanied by large 
contributions in money and supplies and 
also in personal assistance, through the 
Red Cross and other benevolent societies, 
have had the effect to relieve the situa- 
tion of much of its sadness and misfor- 
tune, JOSEPH D. SAYERS.”

STREET CAR RECEIPTS FALL OFF 


Montgomery Negroes Would Rather 
Walk Than Ride. 

Montgomery, Ala., September 19.—(Spe- 
cilal.)—Montgomery experiencing the 
most unique boycott in its history. Two 
months ago the city passed an ordinance 
requiring that the street railway com- 
pany, which owns all of the lines here, 
should provide separate seats on their 
cars for white and for negro passengers. 
Accordingly the street railway company 
set apart the seats in the rear half of the 
cars {or negroes and those in the front 
half for white passengers. There was no 
difference in the seats in point of com- 
fort, convenience or safety. The follow- 
ing Sunday several negro preachers of the 
city in discussing the ordinance and the 
company’s compliance with & advised the 
members of their congregations to avoid 
the cars and to walk and save their 
money, From this a very general osoycott 
on the part of the negroes resulted, and 
they have kept it up with surprising per- 
sistency. The company reports that the 
receipts of the line have fallen off fully 25 
per cent. 

All efforts heretofore made in Alabama 
to organize strikes among the . negro 
minerg and other negro laborers have 
proved unsuccessful and it has been be- 
lieved that no considerable number of ne- 
groes could be organized for any length 
of time. The necessities of bad weather 
may force the negroes to ride later on, 
but they have almost entirely refrained 
from riding for two months.

FIRE AT ENSLEY 
MOST DISASTROUS 


Blaze Was in Business Section 
of Town, 


HAS NO FIRE DEPARTMENT 


List of Property Destroyed and 
Amount of Loss—But Little In- 
surance on Any of the 


Property That Was 
Burned, 


‘ 


Birmingham, Ala., September 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Last night’s fire at Ensley proved 
to be the most disastrous which has yet 
occurred In the business section of that 
town. It started in a restaurant oper- 
ated by a man named Kuhn, and spread 
with great rapidity. ‘The principal losers 
were Frank Wren's restaurant, loss on 
building and fixtures, $1,700; A. J. Paluch, 
two story building, $1,500; Tony Frank, 
restaurant, $1.30; frame building occu- 
pied as a clubroom, $300; John Burgin’'s 
meat market, $800; Kuhn’s restaurant and 
candy store, $800; Tom Cason’s building, 
200; E. P. Wilson’s clubroom, $500; D. 
Aderholt’s real estate office, $200: R. W. 
McRea, cigar end tobacco store, $3,000; 
George DeWhiting, restaurant, $1,000; 
John Warble’s clubroom, $1,000; Raport 
Bros.’ clothing store, $4,500; Johnson 
Bros.’ grocery store, $1,000; O. L. Brook’s 
pawnshop, $1,500; brick building owned by 
Mrs. C, A. Nolan, $500; Ensley drug store, 
owned by Martin and Morrison, stock 
valued at $1,800 and building at $1,500, to- 
tal loss: Mrs. M. Webster's building, 
$1.500: B. B. Bird & Co., grocery, $3,500, 
partially insured; Dick Bogus’s clubroom, 
$500: J. H. Eubank’s meat market, $1,000 
and $750 loss on building; Hock’s confec- 
tionery, $1,000 loss on stock and building; 
Charles Howe’s barber shop, $300; Car- 
mack’s restaurant, $1,000; Mrs. Little’s 
dress making establishment, $1,000; vacant 
building of Mayor Powell, $1,500, insur- 
ance $500; Sam Renaldi’s grocery, $1,000; 
two story frame building owned by R. 
Boyd and occupied as offices. $1,500, and 
several hundred dollars on office fixtures; 
building owned by Joe Renaldi, $500; 
building owned by Chief of Police Camp, 
$300; several vacant buildings, $1,500. There 
was very little insurance on any of the 
property destroyed, and in most cases the 
loss is total. The town is without a 
fire department, and this fact caused the 
flames to have a clean sweep until citi- 
zens by their own efforts finally checked 
them. The burned section was occupied 
entirely by frame buildings and was the 
oldest part of the neW town. 

The exact origin of the fire is not 
known. It began at midnight and burned 
for several hours. The telephone line 
was burned down and news of the dis- 
aster could not be communicated to Bir- 
mingham in time for the fire department 
here to go out and render aid.

liberty—congitioned on their good be- 
havior. There have been found to be in- 
humerable cases where the conditions do 
not justify the pardon of @ convict, but 
where the circumstances make a condi- 
tional pardon desirable. For instance, a 
man who has committed manslaughter 
while intoxicated, whose habits and con- 
duct in prison have for years been ex- 
emptary might be entitled to a parole on 
condition that if he drinks again he will 
be re-incarcerated, whereas, it might be 
exceedingly bad policy to grant him an 
unconditional pardon. Governor John- 
ston has taken occasion to apply the new 
law in perhaps half of his pardon favors 
and it has been found satisfactory, not 
only in meting out jusStice.to unfortunate 
prisoners, who could not have secured 
their iberties without it, but has also re- 
lieved the treasury from supporting 
many a convict who was unabié to earn 
for the state the cost of his keep.

Nothing could be more unfair than this method of argument whereby a 
whole body of intelligent gentlemen are accused of dishonesty with their 
constituents.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


Qualification of City Legislators. 


Editor Constitution—I noticed what I re- 
garded as a very appropriate article in your 
Sunday morning issue signed ‘‘Taxpayer,”” in 
which the names of some of our well known 
substantial citizens were suggested as can- 
didates for councilmen and aldermen, and I 
regret very much to see that more notice has 
not been jaken of same. 

It seems to me that some of the candidates 
who have announced themselves are not fully 
qualified to represent the citizens of Atlanta 
in council and the aldermame poard. For in- 
stance, one of the candidates from the sixth 
ward, I observe from the taxbooks, does 
not own a foot of real estate in the city, and 
only gives in a very small amount of personal 
property for taxation. It also appears that 
there is a candidate from the south side for 
alderman who owns no real estate. We have 
already an alderman from the north side, who 
like the mountain, which labored and brought 
forth a mouse, pays $!| per annum poll tax 
and owns no real estate. I think probably there 
are others of the present candidates who 
seek to represent the landed and commercial 
interests of Atlanta’s citizens who own no real 
estate, contribute nothing to the support of the 
city’s institutions, and surely any citizen in- 
terested in the financial and commercial wel- 
fare of the city can hardly be criticised for 
regarding such applicants as unqualified for the 
offices they seek. 

Of course it is very patriotic in these worthy 
gentlemen to offer to serve the public in ihe 
@pacity of councilmen and aldermea, but at 
the same time there are many men who rep- 
resent large interests who I think are very 
much better qualified to fill these places, and 
the taxpayer desires representation by such 
citizens. 

In corporations, whether manufactories, rail- 
roads, banks, insurance companies or what-not, 
men who are not stockholders (and, therefore, 
not directly interested in the success of the en- 
terprise) are not selected for the board of di- 
rectors, and I fail to see any reason why city 
government should be conducted on anything 
else but a business basis. 

It seems to me there is a certain apathy 
existing in regard to this very important mat- 
ter. We have an abundance of good men in the 
city of Atlanta, men who have been successful 
in the administration of their own affairs, 
and who could well afford to give enough of 
their times to the city’s affairs to see them 
properly managed. These are they whom the 
people desire to gupport as their representa- 
tives. 

We cannot afford to lose sight of the fact that 
Atlanta is now a very large corporation, and 
receives and disburses nearly a million of 
dollars per annum. This immense sum is 
appropriated annually to various departments 
for disbursement by the council, and it be- 
hooves us to have such men to control the 
disbursement of this money as are capacitated 
to exercise good business discretion, and direct 
it in proper channels, where it will do the 
greatest good to the greatest® number and en- 
hance values and indirectly the city’s prestig>. 

Why not have such men 4s candidates? Let 
them announce. The people are with them. 
Short though the time may be before the pri- 
mary, ‘tis not too late to announce, and the 
taxpayers are anxious for their cause to be 
represented.

Western Association Holds Interest- 
ing Session. 


West Point, Ga., September 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The seventy-second annual con- 
vention of the Western Baptist Associa- 
tion met with the first Baptist church 
of this city last Saturday and adjourned 
Tuesday after a most’ enthusiastic 
meeting. On account of the heavy rains 
of Friday afternoon and Saturday morn- 
ing quite a large percentage of the dcle- 
gates were kept away, but a great many, 
in spite of unfavorable ciraumstances, 
met with the body. 

After organizing on Saturday morning 
by electing Rev. R. H. Blalock, moder- 
ator. Mr. A. B. Cates, clerk and J. B. 
‘Ware. treasurer, the day was spent in 
the consideration of reperts of standing 
committees. The introductory sermon 
was delivered by Rev. R. H. Blalock, of 
LaGrange, Ga., after which Dr. Tav- 
lor. representative of the Georgia Bap- 
tist orphanage at Hapeville, spoke in be- 
half of his work, which led to a collec- 
tion amounting to about $180 in cash and 
subscriptions, 

Discussions on Sunday school work oc- 
cupled the early hours of Sunday morn- 
ing. and following this, at 11 o’clock, was 
the annual missionary sermon by Rev. 
A. J. Moncrief, of LaGrange, Ga. At the 
same hour Dr. 8. Y. Jameson, correspond- 
ing cecretary of the Baptist state mis- 
sion board. preached at the Methodist 
church. and Rev. 8S. R. C. Adams, of 
Newnan, at the Second Baptist. 

State and home missions occupied the 
afternoon hours, and Dr. Jameson spoke 
in the evening on foreign mission work. 

Monday morning was given to the con- 
stitution, the report on temperance, and 
after a number of ringing speeches the 
report. which looks to aggress! e steps 
on the part of the churches to suppress 
the liquor traffic, was unanimously adopt- 
ed.

Birmingham, September 19.—(Special.)— 
The southern iron operators have asked 
the southern railroads to reconsider their 
action of recent date in declining to take 
off any or all the advance of $1 in domestic 
freight rates and 50 cents advance in 
rates to the coast for export iron made 
last year when pig iron advanced. The 
high officials of the roads have consented 
to give the iron operators another hear- 
ing, which will take place in Atlanta next 
Thursday. At this meeting the operators 
will present the present stagnation of the 
market and the paucity of domestic move- 
ments as an incentive for the railroads to 
lower freights and give an impetus to 
business. They will set forth that the 
railroads raised rates when pig iron ad- 
vanced and they will ask that the rates 
be lowered since iron has gone down. They 
will represent that southern iron has 
been temporarily driven south of the Ohio 
river and they will contend that, with 
a reduction in present freight rates, pig 
iron will again move north of the ohio 
and the south again get its share of the 
foundry trade of [llinois, Michigan, Indl- 
ana and neighboring states. The opera- 
tors are inclined to believe that the south- 
ern railroads will come to the rescue on 
the presentation of the facts and .the 
northern railroads will follow their ex- 
ample on the other side of the Ohio. The 
total advance is about $1.25 per ton.

A few days ago a crowd of moonshiners, 
and typical ones, were gathered on the 
tifth floor of the Tower. One had a fiddle, 
and some fifteen or twenty were scated 
around telling tales from the mountains 
and making sport of the revenue officers, 

A photographer was on hand and they 
agreed to “sit for their picture’ for The 
Constitution. 

It was an excellent opportunity to get 
a group of genuine Georgia moonshiners 
which would give a correct idea of exact- 
ly how these muchly written about people 
really looked. 

A few of them, so far from being ar- 
raved in fantastic costumes of buccaneer 
intimations, were dressed almost like 
dudes, and one was actually smoking a 
cigarette. 

Among these 
four wonderful singers, 


moonshiners there are 
one a tenor, one 
one a hbarytone and the other 
has a pure soprano voice. When they 
sing together there never was music on 
the stage or in concert hall to beat It. 

Many of the moonshiners are very 7?e- 
ligiously inclined and attend divine wor 
ship in’: the Tower every Sunday. They 
take a great interest in the singing, end 
holding hymn books in their hands, they 
let their voices out with exceeding volume 
and the same amount of fervor. 

One of the men shown in the group 
picture was sent back to the Tower, 
having been liberated only eight days, and 
after he had served a six months’ sen- 
tence. In eight days after he got hack to 
the mountains he had a@ still running, 
and. oh, the humiliation of it, in elght 
davs he had been again spotted and ar- 
rested by the revenue officers. 

One reason why moonshiners co not 
mind their prison life is because they 
generally regard themselves as martyrs 
to an unjust law. They belleve they have 
a sort of God-given right to make whisky 
as much ag the farmer has to make corn 
and cotton. Whisky to them is a product 
of their toil and therefore should be ncn- 
taxable by the government. 

So they play the fiddle, dance and sing 
in the Tower. serving their sentences as 
Mghtly as they can and waiting for a 
home return, a family reunion and a new 
still hid away in somg erevice of the 
mountain or hole under the groun:1..

CITY HAS SURPLUS OF COAL. 


Fifty Cars Were Ordered Through 
Mistake and There Is No 


Money To Pay the Bills. 

The surplus of coal that has been pur- 
chased by the city caused a meeting of 
the finance committee yesterday after- 
noon, 

The result of the meeting of the finance 
committee was that the Stocks Coal Com- 
pany was notified that the city would 
keop the 100 cars of coal purchased from 
its managers if they would agreed to 
wait until next year for their money. If 
they refuse to do this, the city will re- 
pudiate the contract. 

Fifty of the one hundred cars were pur- 
chased through mistake. The water board 
made a contract for ten cars of coal with 
the Ragland Company, later purchased 
thirtv-five cars of coal from the Keiley 
Company. and then made a contract for 
fiftv cars ef coal with the Stocks Com- 
pany. with an option of fifty more at the 
same price. It appears that the man- 
ager of the Stocks Company thought he 
had heen awarded a contract for 100 
cars and so worded the contract. The 
mayor signed it, and the coal, with the 
exception of a few cars, has been deliv- 
ered. 

Through this mistake the appropriation 
to the water department was exceeded, 
and the meeting of the finance commit- 
tee yesterday was the result.

which gives the best description yet of 
the conditions existing there, but does 
not tell the story of the storm as I heard 
it from the lips of people who struggled 
for hours in the waves and were beaten 
about by the fury of the wind. Each 
Story told me was a recitation of suffering 
and anguish beyond the power of a idugo 
to accurately describe. Stortes of hus- 
bands whose wives Were torn from thetr 
arms never to be seen again; of parents 
whose children were drowned before their 
eyes; of children saved by heroic men, 
only, to find later that they were orphans. 
And one strange case I heard where a 
man’s wife was beaten from his armg by 
floating wreckage and after he had been 
carried out to the bay and back on a 
plece of wreckage he heard screams for 
help: from a woman,°and being a good 
swimmer, left his plece of timber and 
swam over to and managed to rescue her 
and found she was his wife. These two 
were later pulled up into a house almost 
in a state of unconsciousness and severe- 
ly bruised. This ig one story of many. A 
friend of mine, Alphonso Kennison, came 
near drowning while rescuing some of his 
neighbors whose houSe had collapsed, 

“Saturday evening during the s.orm I 
was in Houston, where the damage was 
great but was entirely forgotten in the 
genera] anxiety for Galveston. Saturday 
afternoon Mr. Torrey and I were talking 
to Kennison over the 'phone and while 
we were talking the wire went down and 
this was the last heard from the town 
until late Sunday evening, when a man 
ot across from Galveston in a boat, and 
after much. suffering reached Houston 
with the news that the town was a wreck 
and many people were drowned. People 

‘d relatives there were frantic and 
a relief train was got out. I boarded it 
and we got within several miles of the 
bay, but had to turn back on account of 
the track being destroyed and covered 
with water. There were several More ef- 
forts made to get across, but the first 
success was Tuesday morning early, 
when a train got near enough for us to 
reach the beach at Texas City. There 
were several other insurance men on this 
train, among others Ike and George 
Jalonick, whose brother, Ed, his wife and 
four children were on the island. Some of 
us, including the Jalonicks, managed to 
@et across on a gailboat and General 
Scurry and some others rowed over in a 
boat they borrowed from a large steamer 
that was hard aground near the béach. 
The trip across took us way into the 
night and as we approached the city it 
had the appearance of a city of the dead. 
There were no lights except a glimmering 
lantern here and there along the wharf 
and the odor as we approached was sick- 
ening to the strongest. The wreckage 
and dead bodies that were floating about 
made us quake to think of what the day- 
light would reveal. That night the insur- 
ance men decided to stay on the boat, so 
we pulled back out into the bay and early 
we next morning about daybreak went 
into the city. The first thing I saw was 
a fire at the wharf, on which bodies were 
being burned. I leave the description of 
the horrors there to the paper I malled 
you yesterday. The writer of the article 
contained therein does not exaggerate in 
the slightest. On the gulf side of the city 
opposite the bay houses were taken en- 
tirely away and no trace is left of where 
they stood. The gulf has encroached 
considerably on the city. I am mailing 
you today several newspapers. 

“Poor Ed Jalonick (special agent of the 
Hartford), his wife and two of his chil- 
dren were drowned. His brothers found 
his remains and one of the children, 
which they were able to Mentify by the 
clothing they wore. Their being found 
wags miraculous, as most bodies were en- 
tirely naked and beyond {fidentification. 


Kennison and I went out in a skiff to as-’ 


sist in the search, but passed so many 
corpses that were beyond recognition 
and the water and current were so much 
too heavy for our little boat, we had to 
turn back. The remains «were finally 
found by the brothers on a point of land. 

“When I returned the rush to get away 
from town was so great that I had to 
take a very small sailboat and spend the 
night at Texag City on the beach, and 
when I finally reached Dallas yesterday 
morning I was pretty thoroughly ex- 
hausted and in a sort of dazed state of 
mind. I am al] right again, though, to- 
day and wil] try (that which is impos- 
sible) to forget what I have seen. I was 
happy to find all of my friends and our 
agents in Galveston alive. 

“Ordinarily I would talk of what hap- 
pened in Houston, but it was so insignifi- 
cant as compared with Galveston and 
s0me of the small towns nearer the coast 
that it is not worth while to mention it. 

“"Twas a mere accident that I did not 
happen to be in Galveston during the 
storm. I had intended going there Satur- 
day morning and returning to Houston 
Monday, but decided that a loss (fire) we 
had in Heuston should receive attention 
without delay and stopped off there. How- 
ever, when I got off of the sleeper in the 
morning I left my watch and purse under 
my pillow and they went to Galveston 
and if I get them back will be souvenirs 
of the storm. The Pullman people tell me 
they are tn their Office in Galveston and 
if not stolen in the general confusion I 
will get them again.

“After all the distress and loss of life 
and property I have seen I will never be 
inclined to grumble at my lot, but rather 
thank God for His forbearance with me.’’

terior of Texas, the traveler is impressed 
with the desolate vastress of her tribu- 
tary territory, and “wonders whether 
even God would know it if you fell down 
dead,”” as f the 


Joaquin Miller sang 0% 
Oregon wilderness. For at least Mmfty 


miles from the coast the country has a 
funereal aspect to the imagination that 
runs to the morbid. The prairie, carpeted 
with a rank grass that partakes of the 
nature of swamp verdure, and shaded Dy 
water oaks and morass shrubbery, is sus- 
gestive of the sea from the time its damp 
breath first greets your nostrils. Every- 
where the trees are heavy with ashy gray 
festoons of Spanish mess, which is de- 
pressing if it suggests nothing less tang!- 
ble than malaria. As the train pants 
through this almost ferceless, houseless 
solitude, the wild-cyed tawny cattle ot 
the plains go crashing into the. brush, 
and the etill life of the place seems to 
look askance at the intruder. 

Then, when the miles seem interminable 
and the :kyline gulfward a mirage, the 
train rumbles onto a bridge so long that 
you can hardly make out its opposite 
lend terminus, which is Galveston island. 
And such an island! It is only a dry spot 
in the ocean, barren as Sahara, and so 
little ab#@ve sea level that from the main- 
land you would not suspect its existence 
were it not for the city itself, looming 
vaguely afar like a phantom of the fog. 


Galveston is, or was less than a decade 
ago, a somnolent place, despite her im- 
portant commerce, and in her sleep shiv- 
ered with unquiet dreams of the deep. 
The melancholia of the sea was in her 
send-blown streets. Her oldest inhabl- 
tants, generally rheumatic from the musty 
atmosphere, had about them an air of 
trying to divine what the breakers tum- 
bling on the gulf front were saying, and 
the stranger had to speak to them twice 
before they heard. Nobody ever seemed 
in a hurry in Galveston, and the negroes 
were lazy beyond the imagining of At- 
lantians, which {ts saying a great deal. 
The cement faced buildings of the place, 
for the most part but two storieg 
high and dingy wiih age, were covercd 
with a kind of green incrustation that 
told plainly of the ill effects of the cll- 
mate. Co§kroaches and sandcrabs swarm- 
eG everywhere, and the ants were an 
omnipresent pest. To the town’s air cf 
entiquity was added recollections of tra* 
Gitions of buccaneers of the Span'‘sn 
Main, who, before the United States were 
thought of, buried their booty on the 
island. Even the residence streets, buried 
in sub-tropical foliage, were gloomy for 
all the beauty of magnolia, oleander and 
creeping vine. In the houses the wals 
were damp, and mould gathered quickly 
in wardrobes and on the cloth hang'ngs. 
Their inmates talked hoarsely, with in- 
voluntary pressures of the throat by 
thumb and forefinger. The architecture 
of many of the residences was of another 
Gay, and there is that in the individuality 
of an old mansion that breathes uncannily 
of a generation dead. Black iron fences 
and a dismal species of cypress were 
typical of Galveston. Both are associated 
with cemeteries. 

3ut over and above all was the sombre 
spell of the sea. You felt its sinister 
presence, though you saw not nor heard 
it in the doemed city. It was wheli, 
aboard a trolley car, you whizzed dcewn 
the beach past the fish chowder stands, 
and the plier pavilions, and the little bath- 
houses, and the big Pagoda, and stopped 
in front of the Beach hotel, that you com- 
prehended the full terror of the gulf, Its 
restless surf, encroaching on the sands 
with thunderous roar, sounded as though 
Neptune were bombarding thé flat, de- 
fenseless coast, preparatory to carrying 
the city beyond by assault. _What the 
breakers said may have been a warning 
then. They are singing a requiem now. 


And Galveston is to rise again, “a sca 
Cybele fresh from ocean.’’ This is weil, 
if she be encompassed high and strong 
with ramparts against another day of 
wrath. Thére will be music and dancing, 
roses and wine, laughter and song on her 
treacherovs water front in the summcrs 
to come. The fish chowder stands and 
the other money luring establishments 
that line the strand will serve their gay 
patrons as of yore. Children will builc 
mimic levees in the sand, and the board 
walks and piazzas will be lively with sea- 
side idlers. That is the world’s way. But, 
when the visitor buys a conch shell to 
carry back to his inland home, the tale it 
will murmur in kis ear will blanch his 
cheek. When the bathers disport them- 
selves in the frothing swells, within the 
zone of the electric lights, the white caps 
out in the dark, looking like ghosts in 
their cerements, will make some who re- 
member shudder. When the freshening 
wind off shore begins to moan, stout 
hearts will quake at the memory of 
September days the mournful sound 
awakens.

Toledo is taking soft winter freely 
at 78@78%: fancy 79." vrrimary receipts 
1,074,006 bushels: shipments 1,110. . Clear- 
ances wheat 5!5,000; corn 83,000; oats 80,- 
000. Export sales at the seaboard 16 loads; 
135.000 bushels sold here. There has been a 
big trade today accompanied with a good sized 
advance with only a slight reaction at the close. 
The market turned weak several times during 
the .sesesion due to a desire tw secure profits, 
but everything offered was quickly absorbed. 
More outside interest has been. manifested than 
at any time since the big rise last June, and 
large lines have been taken on by wealthy 
operators. While export business was not 
brisk, the news from the northwest was cf 
such a bullish character as to more than off- 
set it. The fact that Liverpool responded to 
our advance is conclusive proof that the situa- 
tion here is fully recognized abroad, and we 
believe it will result in a demand that will 
carry values considerably higher. A good deal 
of cotton money has gone into wheat, and as 
values advance it will be the means of in- 
tensifying the bull movement that is now in 
progress. We favor purchases at present val- 
ues and on all weak spots that may develop. 
Charters 200,000 bushels. 

Corn—Fifty-two loads worked at the seaboard 
for export: 55,000 bushels here. Charters 
300.000. Very little life has been manifested 
in this cereal, and what strength that appeared 
was due to the advance in wheat. We still 
favor sales of deferred futures on hard spots. 

Oats—Nothing of interest transpired with the 
exception of 50,000 bushels sold for export.
